Close all doors and windows. Point nozzle upward. Direct spray mist to all parts of 
room, especially windows and other light sources which attract insects. Fill room with 
mist, then leave treated area immediately. Keep room closed for at least 15 minutes. 
Ventilate room when treatment is completed. Repeat as necessary. 
OUTDOORS

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For houseflies, mosquitoes, cluster flies, gnats and flying moths: For use only as 
an aid in reducing the annoyance from these insects. Spray outside surfaces of 
screens, doors, window frames or wherever these insects may enter the building. Also 
treat surfaces around light fixtures on porches, in garages, and other places where 
insects congregate. Repeat as necessary. 
To kill bees, wasps, hornets and yellow jackets: Use in late evening or early 
morning when insects are at rest. Aim spray at nest openings in ground, bushes, and 
in crack and crevices which may harbor nests. Saturate nest openings and contact as 
many insects as possible. Repeat as necessary.

Storage: Do not freeze. Store in a cool, dry area, inaccessible to children and away 
from heat or open flame.  Disposal:  Do Not Puncture or Incinerate! If empty: Place in 
trash or offer for recycling if available.
